PERMIT APPUCATION 

West Coast Sports Association, Incorporated, filed an application for a 
new Jai-Alai permit in Hillsborough County durmg the month of June. The 
Racing Commission was not scheduled to act upon this application as of this 
wi«Qg, in accordance with the Statute governing same. 

• ADMINISTRATION 

Richard A. Kumble is the Supervisor of Racing. He is the administrative 
officer representing the State Racing Commission. 

James F. Real and Robert J. Snyder are Assistant Supervisors of Racing 
and are primarily concerned with administration in connection with the 27 
active pari-mutuels associations located throughout the State of Florida. 

George D. Johnson, Jr., heads the complex of the vast auditing depart- 
ment for the Commission. 

Patrick H. Dougherty, Ph.D., is Director and Head Chemist m the State 
Racing Commission Laboratory. 

Gerald E. Shingledecker is the Chief Investigator for the Commission and 
Tom C. Parker is his assistant. 

All records, statistics and correspondence which pertains to racing activi- 
ties of any nature throughout the State are maintained and coutroUed through 
the Commission offices located on the fifth floor of the State Office Building, 
1350 N. W. 12th Avenue, Miami, Florida. 

This report includes a condensed version of all of the Conunission records, 
although precisely covering the most vital areas of the State's racing interests. 
Any additional information not contained herein, will be promptly fiunished 
upon request. 



PERMIT HOLDERS 

There are 29 valid permits to conduct pari-mutuels wagering in the 
varied fields of thoroughbred, harness horse, quarter horse, greyhound racing 
and jai-alai frontons in good standing with Uie Florida State Racing Commis- 
sion. 

There are two permits from the 29 which are currently inactive, the 
applicants not having applied for racing dates in the concluded season. We are 
hopeful that these permits will become operative in some fashion to aid racing 
and the resultant economic aid throughout the State in the present year. 

The two permits named above include Bayard Raceways,. Inc., to which 
the permit of Ponce de Leon Raceway in Bayard, Florida, was transferred 
with approval of the State Racing Commission on April 15, 1965. Ponce de 
Leon Raceways operated a harness horse and quarter horse meeting t(X three 
seasons and has been dormant for the last five years. 

Seminole Park and Fairgrounds, Inc., is the other inactive permit holder. 
This corporation is presently in receivership and its affairs are managed by a 
court appointed trustee. Seminole Park, in Casselbwry, Florida, operated a 
harness horse and quarter hcvse meeting for one season and has been dormant 
for one year. 

The breakdown of the 27 active permit holders operating under licenses 
is; Greyhound — 16; Jai-Alai — 6; Thoroughbred Horse — 4; and Harness 
Horse — I. 



SCOPE OF RACING 

Record breaking marks were established during the recent fiscal year, 
with every indication that Florida's resident growth in population plus the ever 
expanding tourist industry will continue to generate even greater figures in 
future years. Revenues increased 11.1%, attendance was up 8.4% and total 
pari-mutuels wagering showed an increase of 10.6% over the previcms record- 
setting year. 

Each of the sixty-seven counties in the State benefited by receiving a 
record $262,500.00, of which $195,000.00 was apportioned under the old 
racing laws and $67,500.00 came from the additional taxes enacted by the 
1955 Legislature. In addition, the General Revenue Fund from which the Old 
Age Assistance program is administered, received in excess of fifteen miUion 
dollars from racing. Another beneficiary of the racing revenue was the State's 
school system. Various exhibits of this report show in detail these distributions. 

The Florida State Racing Commission only expended 2.18% of the 
$36,686,637.88 collected during the fiscal year in controlling, directing and 
supervising the activities of the 27 operating licensees. The expenditures for 
the past fiscal year represented a saving from the budget appropriations in the 
amount of $45,871.58 and that sum has been returned to the counties fw 
distribution. 

During the year in review. Tourist Attractions, Inc., operated a harness 
meeting at Pompano Beach, Florida, for the full allocation of 90 days for 
the first time and showed noticeable increases in both attendance and wager- 
ing, indicating the rapid development of harness racing as a growing attraction 
for the State. 

The pari-mutuels handle, attendance and State revenue percentage of 
increase for each licensee was as follows:

ABANDONED PARI-MUTUEL TICKETS 

Pursuant to Chapter 550,164, Florida Statutes, it was declared by the 
Legislature that all abandoned pari-mutuels tickets over one year of age should 
escheat to the State for deposit in the Principal of the &ate School Fund and 
to be used for the support and maintenance of our public free schools. Nine 
audits of these records were made during the Qscal year with a total of 
$320,530.50 received by the Commission, Exhibit "E" of this report lists, in 
detail the amoimts remitted by the individual Associations. 



SCHOLARSHIP FUND 

Pursuant to Chapter 550,08. Florida Statutes, the Legislature authorized 
the various tracks and frontons to operate additional days of racing for the 
expressed purpose of creating and providing State scholarships for qualified 
applicants from the net profits derived on these extra days. These scholarships 
are administered by the State Board of Regents for Institutioos of Higher 
Learning. A total of $474,937,22 was deposited to this fund during the past 
fiscal year. Exhibit "D" of this report lists the amoimts raised by the partici- 
pating licensees for this worthy project 

CHARITY DAYS 

Pursuant to Chapter 550.03, 61-995, 63-680 and 63-738, Florida Statutes, 
the Legislature authorized the various tracks and frontons to operate extra 
days of racing, wherein the profits would go to recognized charities and insti- 
tutions of higher learning not already participating in a scholarship day. 
Twenty-six tracks conducted such extra days and a total of $699,998,50 was 
raised for these organizations with the Commission supervising the distribution 
of this sum as follows :

LITIGATION 

During the fiscal year ending June 30, 1965, the Florida State Racing 
CotmnissioQ was a party to three c5)urt proceedings, two of which were pending 
at the beginning of the year. 

lo the 1964 report, mention was made of the proceedings wherein an 
action was brought by a protesting taxpayer attacking the constitutionality of 
Section 550.162, Florida Statutes, which grants to each dog track permittee 
a daily "initial expense of operation" allowance of $170 per race to be de- 
ducted from the 17% commission prior to the imposition of the tax of the 
pool and the clearing of the same to the track operator. At the close of the 
past fiscal year, the matter was pending before the Circuit Court of Dade 
County, Florida, awaiting final ruling. By order dated the 31st day of July, 
1964, the Circuit Court of Dade County upheld the constitutionality of Section 
550.162, Florida Statutes and an appeal from this decision was taken to the 
Supreme Court of the State of Florida. The Supreme Court did, by Opinicm 
filed on June 10, 1965, aflirm the decision of the Circuit Court. 

In the last report, mention was also made of a cause pending at the 
close of the year in the Third District Court of Appeal arising from a ruling 
of the stewards at Tropical Park which was upheld by the Florida State 



Racing Comimssion, allowing the return of a horse entered as a colt by a 
person who claimed it after a determination was made that the said horse was 
a monorchid This matter was terminated in favor of the Commission, as the 
Third District Court of Appeal did by Order entered oa October 3, 1964 
graot the Respondents' Motion to Dismiss the Appeal. 

Dm'ing the past year an action was brought by a party (Jule Fink) seek- 
ku to have this Commission reinstate a license to own and race horses in 
Florida which had been issued to him in January of 1964 by the prior State 
Racing Commission and subsequendy inactivated and revoked by that body. 
There were many pleadings filed and numerous hearings held before the 
Circuit Court of Dade Coutity, Florida. During the pendency of the proceed- 
ings in the Circuit Court and before final determination, the Petitioner sought 
to have the Supreme Court of Florida entertain an OTtginal Petition for ao 
Alternative Writ of Mandamus. This action was resisted by the Commission 
and after pleadings and oral argument, the Supreme Court entered an Opimon 
as of the 13th day of July, 1965, denying the Petition for Writ of Mandamus^^ 
without prejudice to pursuing the matter in the Circuit Court wherein the 
cause is presently pending. 

1 LEGISLATION . 

The 1965 session of the Florida State Legislature enacted several changes 
in the racing laws of Florida. 

Chapter 65-383, Laws of Florida 1965, amended Chapter 550, by addmg 
section 550.39, which provided for the authorization of harness racing, quarter 
horse or thoroughbred racing at the permittee's option of certain permit holders 
of tracks located west of the St. Johns River (Seminole Park in Casselberry, 
Florida) in counties where no thoroughbred horse track is located, to run up 
to ninety (90) days of harness horse, quaner horse or thoroughbred racing in 
a summer season between April 1 6 and September 30. 

This amendment also provided for the winter racing season in such 
counties betwees October 1 and April 15. Such racing in the summer can be 
conducted either day or night or part by day and part by night. 

The amendment further provides for a sliding scale daily license fee to 
the State based on the volume of business at said tracks. The daily Ucense fee 
will be distributed three-fourths to the counties and one-fourth to the General 
Revenue Fund. 

Chapter 65-381, Laws of Florida 1965, amended section 550.26, by add- 
ing subsection (6); which provides for the promotion of harness racing and 
Florida-bred harness horses. 

This amendment decrees that 50% of the breaks tax levied on pari- 
mutuels pools conducted by harness race tracks will be paid to the State 
treasury to be kept in a special fund to be designated as the Florida Harness 
Horse Racing Promotion Trust Fund. It is the Legislature's intention that the 
moneys in the Florida Harness Horse Racing Promotion Trust Fund be 
allocated for the supplementing and augmenting of purses and prizes and for 
the general promotion of owning and breeding standard bred horses in Florida, 

Chapter 65-352, Laws of Florida, 1965, amended section 550.03, by 
adding one additional day of racing to the current allocation for charitable 
purposes. 

The Racing Commission was granted the authority to extend the limita- 
tions of time for horse tracks, greyhound tracks and jai-alai frontons to con- 
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duct two days at any pari-mutuels installatioa for one or more recogoized and 
established charitable institutioo located withjb 1<X) miles road travel from 
each track granted said extension. This amendment further provides that for 
the purposes of this section the University of Miami, Jacksonville University, 
Nova University of Advanced Technology, and other institutions of higher 
learning, including junior colleges, not already participating in charity or 
scholarship racing days shall be deemed to be charitable institutions and that 
a portion of the proceeds not less than 25% may be paid to said eligible 
schools. 

In the event that this second day of racing for charitable purposes is 
conducted by a track in Duval or Clay County, the proceeds for charity 
purposes shall be allocated by payment of 50% to institutions, of higher learn- 
mg or junior colleges in Duval County; 25% to the St. Johns River Junior 
College in Putnam County; and 25% to the Lake City Junior College in Colum- 
bia County. The amendment further provides that the total of aU profits derived 
from the operation on such charity days including all monies otherwise received 
by the State Racing Commission as taxes for such day's operation shall be- 
come part of the charity trust fund. 

Chapter 65^35, Laws of Florida 1965, was a law relating to the alloca- 
tion by the Racing Commission of racing dates to greyhound tracks, jai-alai 
frontons, and harness horse tracks. 

This Law specifically grants the power to the Racing Commission to grant 
dates, providing limitations for minimum and maximum allocations. All grey- 
hound tracks, jai-alai frontons and harness horse tracks can receive no less 
than 90 and no more than 105 days, and further that the greyhound tracks 
and harness tracks can not op>erate for more days than are granted to the 
jai-alai frontons. Scholarship and charity days are excepted by these limita- 
tions. 



Chapter 65-530, Laws of Florida 1965, is a law relating to the division 
of harness racing meetings between two locations. 

This Law enables all holders of harness racing permits who are authorized 
by law to divide their season of racing between a leased location and their 
permanent location to have the right to accomplish this division by leasing 
facilities in a county having two or more horse tracks operating under valid 
permits, and for them to conduct not more than 45% of their allowable racing 
days at the leased location. This Law therefore permits the operators of Tourist 
Attractions, Inc., {Pompano Park) to operate 45% of their meeting in Dade 
Coimty, where there are presently two horse tracks having valid permits. 

Chapter 65-351, Laws of Florida 1965, amended section 550.11, by 
further limiting taxation against race tracks and their patrons. 

This amendment allows that the tax imposed by section 550.10 shall be 
in lieu of aU license, excise or occupational taxes to the State or any county, 
city, town or other political subdivision thereof, except that when any race 
meeting is held or conducted in any incorporated city or town, such city or 
town may assess and collect an additional tax against any person conducting 
racing within its corporate limits not to exceed $150 per day for horse racing 
and $50 per day for dog racing; and, except as herein provided, no incorpor- 
ated city or town shall by ordinance or resolution enacted assess or collect 
any additional excise or revenue tax against any person conducting race 
meetings within the corporate limits of such city or town, or against any patron 
of these tracks. 



Chapter 65-441, Laws of Florida 1965, known as Section 550.84, was 
perhaps the most significant new act of legislation. This established the possi- 
bility of summer thoroughbred horse racing in South Florida, already the 
winter horse racing capital of the world. 

The Law providfcd that in any area where there are three or more 
thoroughbred horse race tracks within 100 miles of each other, each permit 
holder will be allotted 30 days of thoroughbred horse racing between June 1 
and November 1 of each year. The racing will be conducted between noon and 
six P.M. every day. 

These 90 days are in addition to the 120 already authorized by law. In 
addition, the summer racing law provides for the addition of one day at each 
track for charity, and that the University of Miami, Jacksonville University, 
Nova University of Advanced Technology, and other institutions of higher 
learning, including jimior colleges not already participating in charity or 
scholarship racing days shall be deemed to be charitable institutions and that 
no less than 25% of the proceeds available be paid to these charitable institu- 
tions of higher learning. 

The Legislature also provides for a second additional day at each summer 
thoroughbred track, from which the proceeds shall be paid to the State Treas- 
ury for a scholarship trust fund which will be administered by the Board of 
Regents of the State. 

The Legislature also provided new Section 550.085, which clarified the 
breakdown from aU pari-mutuels pools, granting the State 8% of same. After 
expenses of the Racing Commission are paid, the remaining monies will be 
divided equally among the coimties and will be remitted to the counties on or 
before December 1st of each year that summer racing is conducted. 

The tracks will take 7% of the total pools. The breakage tax is provided 
for in accordance with existing section 550.26. A significant point in 550.085 
is that the breakage tax monies paid into the Florida Horse Racing Promotion 
Trust Fund to supplement purses, stakes races and to pay breeders' awards, 
cannot be used to pay any portion of the $2,500 minimum purse provided for 
by new Section 550.087. 

Only one occupational license tax is required at these tracks. The tax on 
admissions pertains to summer as well as winter racing. No additional license, 
excise, admission or occupational tax besides those already required in Section 
550. 1 1 shall be levied by any city, county or town. 

Section 550.086 provides that the tracks ehgible must apply for their 
simimer dates on or before November J of each year. The Racing Commission 
shall issue a license on or before November 15 of each year. 

Section 550.087 requires that the minimum purse for summer racing 
will be $2,500 and that the tracks are required to distribute in total purse 
money no less than 20% more than its minimum purse which will help Florida's 
summer racing program compete with summer tracks in other States. 

Section 550.088 furthpr provides that the Racing Commission has the 
right to allocate any days or dates not applied for by November 1 to any 
other authorized summer track. The period between November 1 and Novem- 
ber 10 has been provided for amended applications. The Racing Conunission 
can only grant a total of 90 days for summer racing. Any track which fails 
to race in the summer is not precluded from making application in subsequent 
years. 

In addition to the above listed Legislation, there were special population 
acts passed which affect certain coimties in which racing is conducted. 
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Chapter 65-1049, now refers lo only Dade County, since Chapter 65-1122 
repealed any other counties which might have been eligible. At Dade County 
ttacks, the Racing Commission has been authorized to grant one extra day of 
racing in addition to the number already provided by law. The proceeds from 
this extra day shall be paid to the Board of Public instruction to be used 
solely for graotiog scholarships to junior colleges. 

Chapter 65-926 includes Pinellas County. It provides for one extra day of 
racing to be granted by the Racing Commission in addition to the nimiber 
already provided by law. The proceeds from this day shall be paid to the 
trustees or other governing body of any institutions of higher learning other 
than institutions under the jurisdiction of the Board of Regents, located in 
Pinellas County and having comparable standards for entrance and graduadon 
as is prescribed for State senior universities granting four year degrees. The96 
funds shall be used solely for granting scholarships, other than athletic, and 
said scholarships are restricted to students attending such institutions and resi- 
dents of the State of Florida. Preference will be given students who are residents 
of Pinellas County. Only those institutions of higher teaming located in said 
counties which apply in writing to the State Racing Commission on or before 
October 1 of each year may participate. 



INVESTIGATION DEPARTMENT 

This Department continued to strengthen its liaison with Federal, State 
and local law enforcement agencies, racing industry security organizations and 
track security personnel. The responsibility for correlation of law enforcement 
in racing requires cooperation and exchange of information and ideas which 
will serve the best interests of the general public and racing industry. 

Fingerprints of 3,391 individuals engaged in racing were added to some 
25,000 fingerprint cards previously on file with the Commission. 

Felony records on 49 applicants were disclosed after reviewing Federal 
Bureau of Investigation records. Convicted felons are denied employment within 
the racing industry in Florida when such conviction is in conflict with the laws 
of the State of Florida. 

During the fiscal period 339 bookmakers, touts and other undesirables 
were ejected by track and fronton security personnel in cooperation with mem- 
bers of this Department. Ejection lists are periodically distributed to all fron- 
tons and tracks within the State of Florida. 

There were 576 new investigative cases processed, 445 of this total initi- 
ated after January 1, 1965. Background investigations were conducted on all 
new applicants for licenses during the year. Numerous investigations were 
conducted on subj«;ts appealing their ejections or those previously denied 
licenses. All racing operation irregularities during the reporting period, were 
investigated. There were four convictions obtained of subjects arrested for 
violations of State Statutes pertaining to the racing industry. v 

All pari-mutuels installations in the State were regularly inspected. This 
assures compliance with security and safety rules and regulations, furthering 
the protection of the general public and racing industry. 



LABORATORY 

One of the greatest functions of the Racing Commission, which renders 
invaluable aid to guarantee protection for the general public and those involved 
in the racing industry, is the operation of the Commission Laboratory. 
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The function of the Laboratory is to keep racing clean by detecting the 
presence of drugs, stimulants and depressants in the sahva and /or urine sam- 
ples of selected animals. These drugs, which affect the racing and physical 
condition of ^eyhounds and horses currently coropeting, are forbidden, and 
air-tight security is our ccmstant objective. 

During the past fiscal year, 14,276 specimens were received in the Labo- 
ratory and 18,554 separate analyses were performed. From this great quantity, 
there were only 24 which could be identified as chemically positive. Grey- 
hounds involved numbered 19, while horses provided five cases. 

The Laboratory developed and expanded its research prc^gram and per- 
fected technique through various experimental programs involving new drugs 
on the market, creditable reports of drugs being experimented with in the in- 
dustry, plus additional drug and metabolite excretion studies. 

FLORIDA BREEDING 

The thoroughbred horse breeding industry in the State of Florida has 
grown to tremendous proportions. 

There are more than 140 breeding farms throughout the State at this 
time. Several more in planning stages will be operated by breeders from other 
parts of the country who are taking heed of the tremendous development and 
yet untapped potential of the Florida-bred horse. Of the total, 73 farms lie in 
and around the Marion County area, recognized as the main base of operation 
for Florida-bred horse farms. 

There were more than 1^200 foals in the 1965 crop of Florida-bred fillies 
and colts, and the State's broodmare population has expanded beyond the 
2,000 figm-e. 

There were 180 races held during the past racing season in which 
Florida-bred horses were preferred as entries. Of these races, five were added 
money stakes events restricted exclusively to Florida-breds. An overall recap 
of the past season's 1,698 races held at thoroughbred race tracks found 272 
won by Florida-breds, a new all-time high figure of 16% . 

Flonda-breds establishing and maintaining their reputation in the national 
racing picture included handicap stars Roman Brother, which has earned 
more than $700,000, Cedar Key and Ampose. Hail to All and Flag Raiser are 
two of the nation's elite three-year old campaigners. Newest figures on the 
horizon, at this writing, include two-year old stakes horses Native Street, Never 
in Paris, Sundestine, Handsome Boy and Flame Tree. 

One of the feature attractions of the winter racing season has become 
the Annual Sales of two-year olds in training conducted at Htaleah by the 
Florida Breeders Sales Company, Last year a record 210 juveniles were sold 
for an all-time high gross of more than $2,500,000. The sales average of 
$12,000 per horse offers sufficient proof that the market for available Horida- 
breds has a phenomenal foundation. 

CONCLUSION 

We, the members of the Rorida State Racing Commission, express to 
you our appreciation for the trust and confidence which you have placed in us. 
We assure you that we will always protect the interest of the general public, 
members of the various phases of the racing indtistry, and the State of Florida, 
by seeing to tt that racing is conducted in only the highest possible manner.
